The American 
schools established in the lands ure 
making wonderful, simply wonderful, 
improvements among the natives, and 
in the course of ten or twenty years 
it is probable that many of the young- 
er Filipinos will be able to vote intel- 
ligently. Most of the children are 
taking a keen interest in the schools, 
and are being educated rapidly.” 

Mr. Burgess went tojthe Philippines 
in 1899 with the Thirt®second United 
States Volunteer InfaRtry and has 
been there ever since. He was honor- 
ably discharged from his regiment in 
1901, but continued in the service for 
thirteen_months longer as a civilian 
scout. He then entered the govern- 
ment service in the construction of 
roads and bridges and for five years 
was in the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue in the islands. He was stationed 
as Internal Revenue Collector in Pan- 
gasinan province, Luzon, and resigned 
to become manager of the American 
store at Dagupan.

CONGRESS BACKS 


Huerta Submits Demand for a Salute to 
Executive Session of Senate. 


Vera Cruz and Tampico May Be Seized by the Amert- 
can Forces, According to Washington Advices—Pres- 
ident Insinuates that United States Citizens Have 
Been Especially Singled for Humiliation in Meæico. 


ASHINGTON, April 15.—Gen. 
Huerta submitted to an execu- 
tive session of the Mexican Sen- 
ate today the demands of the Ameri- 
can government for a salute to the 
flag. No answer has been received by 
the Washington government late to- 
night of the result of the delibers- 
tions. 

Although no definite information 
was available, the fact that Gen. 
Huerta had submitted the case to the 
Mexican Senate, which is specially 
charged with the conduct of foreign 
relations, and not to the entire body 
of Congress, led to the beilef here 
that he had sought authorization from 
the Senate for the arbitration of the 
question under dispute.

— The 
Panama Canal is to be dedicated 
at once to the primal purpose of its 
existence—the military protection of 
the United States. 
In preparing for a possible crisis 
in the trouble with Mexico a number 
of cruisers, gunboats, torpedo boats, 
destroyers and colliers are to de 
passed through the canal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Coast. 
This will be the actual opening of 
the Panama Canal, although the great 
waterway will not be ready for the 
passage of the vessels of other na- 
tions until next year. 8 

With the passage of the American 
vessels of war through the canal, the 
gigantic undertaking that resulted 


around the Horn on the eve of the 
war with Spain sixteen years ago, will 
have been accomplished. Never again 
will it be necessary to send an Amer- 
ican battleship around the Horn in or- 
der to shift naval forces from one 
coast of the United States to another. 

As an appropriate observance of the 
sentiment represented by the under- 
taking, it has been intended to have 
the old Oregon dedicate the canal by 
steaming through first of all the craft 
of the world. But the necessities of 
the Mexican affair have ruled other- 
wise. The first vessels to pass through 
the canal will be those actually needed

Congress to Give President 
Whatever He Wants. 
Believe Fifty Millions Will 

Do for a Starter..

war with Mexico Congress is ready 
to furnish without delay the funds 
mecessary to the operations of the 
American army and navy for an in- 
Gefinite period. The Democratic 
leaders in Congress have decided to 
recommend the following policy ot 
financing war operations: 

That during the initial period of 
intervention the expense of the op- 
erations be met from a fund of $50,- 
000,000 placed at the disposal of the 
President from the surplus in the 
treasury. That in the event of pro- 
longed hostilities a war fund be 
raised by special taxes imposed upon 
luxuries, amusements and the instru- 
ments of commerce. 

If President Wilson should find it 
Recessary to ask Congress for au- 
thority to intervene, the two houses 
would respond instantly, not only 
with an authorization, but with an 
appropriation for the expense in- 

_-wolved. This action would be taken 

‘before adjournment of the days ses- 
sion at which the President sub- 
mitted his representations, 

PRESENT BALANCE. 

The Democratic leaders believe 
that war operations could be financed 
from the general fund in the treas- 
ury for a considerable period. There 
‘ts a balance of about $90,000,000 at 
Present in the general fund from 
‘which the $50,000,000 initial appro- 
priation for the use of the President 
would be made. There is a surplus 
of at least $60,000,000 in the treas- 
ury, for $30,000,000 is regarded as 
an ample working balance for the 
ordinary needs of the guvernment. 

In fact, throughout the 
part of the Taft administration the 
working balance was in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000,000 with no sur- 
lus because of the fact that the

The Governors pledged themselves 
at a meeting here tonight to the pol- 
icy of better roads for Arizona and 
New Mexico.

“It has been pointed out that, in 
considering the present somewhat del- 
icate situation in Mexico, the unpleas- 
ant incident at Tampico must not be 
thought of alone. For some time past 
the de facto government of Mexico 
has seemed to think mere apologies 
sufficient when the rights of American 
citizens or the dignity of the govern- 
ment of the United States were in- 
volved and has apparently made no 
attempt at either reparation or the 
effective correction of the serious 
derelictions of its civil and military 
officers. 

“Immediately after the incident at 
Tampico an ordérly from one of the 
ships of the United States in the har- 
bor of Vera Cruz, who had been sent 
ashore to the postoffice for the ship's 
mail, and who was in uniform and had 
the official mail bag on his back, was 
arrested and put into jail by the local 
authorities. He was subsequently re- 
leased and a nominal punishment in- 
flicted on the officer who had ar- 
rested him, but it was significant that 
an orderly from the fleet of the 
United States was picked out from 
the many ersons constantly going 
ashore on Various errands from the 
various ships in the harbor, represent- 
ing several nations, 

“Most serious of all. the officials in 
charge of the telegraph office at Mex- 
ico City presumed to withhold an of- 
ficial dispatch of the United States 
government to its embassy at Mexico 
City, until it should have been sent 
to the censor and his permission re- 
ceived to deliver it, and gave the dis- 
patch into the hands of the Charge 
d’Affaires of the United States only 
on his personal and emphatic de- 
mand, he having in the meantime 
learned through other channels that 
a dispatch had been sent him which 
he had not received. 

“It cannot but strike anyone who 
has watched the course of events in 
Mexico, as significant that untoward 
incidents such as these have not oc- 
curred in any case where representa- 
tives of other governments were con-

such matters or to ask for apologies. 

“These repeated offenses against 
the rights and dignity of the United 
States, offenses not duplicated with 
regard to the representatives of other 
governments, have necessarily made 
the impression that the government 
of the United States was singled out 
for manifestations of ill will and con- 
tempt. 

“The authorities of the State De- 
partment feel confident that when the 
seriousness and the cumulative ef-

Beach were astounded when they

He Drank Occasionally, But Did 

Not Shoot Up the Town as Often as 

Was His Reputation. 

[Blackwood's Magazine: ] Fallacies 
have got into print about the cowboy 
as a class, and have become popular;

be laid. A gun he owned; a great big 
six-chambered .45 Colt’s which he 
called a “cutter,” and could use to 
good purpose on objectionable animals 
from snakes upward, generally hold- 
ing it with both hands when he aimed, 
and often dropping on his knee to 
shoot.

BISBEE COUPLE 
AUTO VICTIMS. 


Manager of Theater and Girl 
Killed in a Wreck. 


|Robbery of Powder House 


Averted by Employees. 


Strong Protest Is Raised at 
Gila River Dam. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
BISBEE (Ariz.) April 13.—Abeut 
4 o'clock Saturday morning John Det- 


loff, manager of a Bishee theater, and 
Miss Hazel Dye were instantly kilied | 


in an automobile accident at “Death | 
Fill,” a stretch of about a mile on 
the Bisbee-Douglas road. At the same. 
time serious injuries were received 
by Mary Lyon and Fred Harris, the 
last named chauffeur annd owner of 
the car, which overturned while being 
pushed to high speed. Detloff was 
only 24 years old anda native of 
Bisbee, where he was held in high 
esteem. 

He had been called to Douglas for 
a business conference with his broth- 
er, after working nearly all night in 
his theater. The women were casual 
passengers. Harris, though badly 
crushed, is expected to live. At the 
fame spot on the road where the car 
overturned Jack Forrest was killed in 
a similar accident last October and 
the injured in the same locality in 


motor-car accidents within the past 
few months number ten.

GILA RIVER DAM. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
CLIFTON (Ariz.) Apri] 14.—A 
strong protest against the proposed 
construction of a storage dam acroas 
the Gila River near San Carlos has 
been sent to the Secretary of the In- 


terior by the farmers of the Gila 
Valley in the thickly-settled agricule 
tural region, within which are em- 
braced the settlements of Safford, 
Solomonville, Thatcher, Layton, Cen- 
tral, E Thomas and Pima. It is 
said that at the San Carlos it is pro- 
posed to store water, which of right 
belongs to the Safford region, which, 
in turn, should be considered when 
water storage is provided on the — 
The San Carlos dam site is well be 
Safford. 

It is said that the Safford section 
has acquired priority in the diversion 
of the waters of the Gila, this prior- 
ity apparently not having been ac- 
knowledged in planning for the dam. 
The Secretary is advised that on the 
Upper Gila, near the eastern boun- 
dary of the State, on both the Gila 
and its*principal tributary, the San 
Francisco (which flows through Clif- 
ton,) are to be found excellent sites 
_for the erection of storage dams, that 
“would serve the Safford section as 
well as that around Florence, below, 
and it is urged that a change in loca- 
tion be directed. From Washington 
assurances have been received that 
the priority claims will be investi- 
gated. 

Signatures of 90 per cent. of those 
interested have been secured to 8 
petition praying for consolidation of 
eight school districts on the Upper 
Gila River and for the erection of a 
large High School building at Dun- 
can.

ERDICT WITH 
STRING TO I“ 


PRESBYTERY SUSTAINS FINDING 
AGAINST PREACHER. 


— — 


He May Preach, but Not for New 


Rev. D. A. Mata and the new High 
Spanish. Presbyterian Church ran up 
against a stone wall yesterday after- 
noon in the Los Angeles Presbytery. 

Early in the year Mata had been 
charged with conduct unbecoming a 
minister, the allegation being too 
much familiarity with ladies of his 
flock. Following an investigation by 
the Judicial Committee of the Pres- 
bytery, he became the victim of one 
of those double-barred verdicts, which 


sentenced to pay the costs.” The 
committee found that Mata was 
not guilty, but, for the sake of har- 
mony, recommended that he be 
transferred to another field. 

Both he and his friends in the con- 


committee, and of the seventy-five 
on the church roll, fifty signed a call 
to presbytery, which was read yes- 
terday, asking that he be permitted 
to remain as. their pastor, and pledg- 
ing themselves to become immediately 
a self-supporting church. But the 
presbytery had adopted the report of 
the Judicial Committee in January— 
and there was the stone wall. The 
discussion occupied practically the 
entire afternoon session, and “orders 
of the day” went into the waste 
et. 

The discussion began with the re- 
port of Dr. McClain, superintendent 
of Mexican work, who reviewed the 
case and asked that his board be sus- 
tained in ordering Mata to San Di- 
ego, and that “the church be com- 
pelled to do as ordered.” 

If one could judge from the ap- 
plause that greeted L. H. Jamison, 
local Spanish missionary, and Miss 
Merwin, who is the American foster- 
ing spirit of the little Mexican church, 
the body was largely with them when 
they supported Mata in the strong- 
est language and declared that his 
removal meant the destruction of the 
congregation, but at that point the 
dignity of the Judicial Committee and 
the necessity of sustaining the author- 
ity of presbytery entered. 

AUTHORITY SUSTAINED. 

Dr. J. A. Stevenson, chairman of 
the committee, declared that “it is 
not a question of Mata, it's a ques- 
tion of ‘constituted authority,” upon 
the heels of which statement, Mr. 
Jamison declared that the church 
had never been heard. 

A number of pointed questions were 
then fired at Dr. McClain, one of 
which he answered by saying that, 
“in my opinion, Mr. Mata was guilty 
of conduct unbecoming a minister.” 

Dr. Robert Freeman attempted to 
bring peace out of the chaos of dis- 
cord by suggesting that if Dr. Mc- 
Main and Mr. Mata would shake 
hands and promise to stand by each 
the thing might be amicably 
‘settled. Dr. McClain walked back to 
where Mata sat and they stood to- 
gether in the &isle and shook hands. 
This incident brought an — 
A. 
Prichard, who arose and asked: 

“What does all this beautiful scene 
amount to when Dr. McClain re- 
pudiates the finding of the Judicial 
Committee and says that he believes 
Mata guilty?” . 

It was answered bv a dense silence, 
but “constituted authority“ had won 
the dav. A moment later, a motion 
was adopted declaring that in view 
of the finding of the Judicial Com- 
mittee, the call to Mr. Mata is re- 
ferred back to the congregation.”

AUTO BREAKS AWAY, 


HITS THREE WOMEN. 


HREE women shopping along 

Broadway at mid-afternoon yes- 

terday, and sauntering in their se- 
curity, were stricken down by an un- 
plloted automobile that had escaped 
from its driver, and bolted across 
the sidewalk into a large plate-glass 
window of the Sun drug store at Sixth 
and Broadway. 

Those injured are Miss Frances 
Blake, 20 years old, No. 4406 Mettler 
street; Mrs. J. F. Melnernx. No. 502 
East Vernon avenue, and Mrs. Allie 
Harmon, a tourist from Mason City. 
Iowa, living at No. 2501 %½ East Pasa- 
dena avenue. Mrs. Harmon is in a 
serious condition, internal injuries 
having manifested themselves at the 
Receiving Hospital, where she was 
taken for immediate treatment. 

The owner and driver of the car, 
W. D. Wetmore, No. 2414 Eighth ave- 
nue, escaped without injurv. 

It is estimated that more than 
5000 persons were walking “long 
Broadway at the time of the accident. 
By the verdict of the insurance com- 
panies, accident under such conditions 
is the chance of one to 10,000, 

It was a defective gearing in the 
motor car of Wetmore that made the 
chance the ten-thousandth for the 
three women, none of whom had ever 
seen the others. 85 

Wetmore had been having trouble 
with his machine, and Was on the way 
to the garage to have it repaired. 
Because of a looseness in the apparu- 
tus, the gearing shifted from high to 
low without control, 


He had stopped his car in response 
to the signal of the traffic officer at 
Sixth and Broadway, and in an effort 
to start again his engine stopped. 

He got out and cranked the car. As 
he turned the engine over, it started, 
and the gear shifted to: higu speed. 
Immediately the automobile jumped 
at Wetmore, and sped for the drug 
store, several vards away. 

The force of the start turned the 
steering gear to such an angle that 
the car struck the drug store directly 
at the corner. 

In its path were the three women. 
They were felled and dragged under 
the front wheels, until the ear 
crashed into the building and the en- 
gine was stopped. 


More than 3000 persons gathered 
about the wrecked car in ten min-“ 


utes. 

“This accident should serve as u 
warning to all motorists,” said Secre- 
tary Bargman of the National Safety- 
First Association, who was there 
shortly afterward. 

“As a rule when the engine dies the 
driver hastily advances his spark and 
throttle, rushes out of his car and 
commences to crank in order to get 
out of the way of those coming be- 
hind. It is not necessary to start off 
with a roar and a terrible burst of 
speed. In cranking your car in front 
of your house you do not do this. 
However, on the busy streets many 
do it daily. Almost every driver 
knows of some case where the car 
was left in gear, and if the engine 
had started injury would have re- 
sulted. Take your time, even if the

ONCE RICHEST 
MAN IN IOWA. 


Former Multi-Millionaire Ie 
Dead of Old Age. 


Financed Building of Rock 
Island Through Iowa. 


Caught in Early Financial 
Panic and Crushed. 7 


B. F. Allen, once a multi-mimon- 
aire, and Iowa's richest man in the 
early 70's, died yesterday at his home, 
No. 1717 Vine street, of old age. 

He was 85 years old. In Southern 
California, where he had lived thirty 
years, he was known as the man who 
helped put the tariff on oranges, and 
here, too, he served for years as su- 
pervisor of forestry for California and 
Arizona; rounding out his last years 
on a salary from the government. 

Back in Des Moines stands Terrace 
Hill, famed throughout the Middle 


West as the most wonderful mansion 
in all that region. It is occupied by 
Fred Hubbell, Iowa's richest man of 
today, and a former business asso- 
clate of Allen. Terrace Hill, one of 
the sights of Des Moines, was built 


of his financial success. : 
He owned a string of banks 
throughout the State, known as thé 


financial giant and no enterprise 
worth mentioning was ever started in 
the Middle West without the promot- 
ers first consulted Allen. Every other 
section of land clear across the State 
he owned outright. He had financed 
the building of the Rock Island 
through lowa, and as the State de- 
veloped he grew in power and in 
wealth. 
MEXICAN WAR VETERAN. 

Allen was born in Salem, III., Aprtl 
27, 1829. He served with distinction 
in the Mexican War, and in 1850; 
when young men of his kind were 
rushing to the gold flelds of the West 
to make their fortunes, he went to 
Des Moines and began’ carving out 
a fortune and a name for himself 
among the hundred or so inhabitants 
of the town. He started the first. 
mercantile house of Des Moines. Tha 
town thrived and his business grew, 
Then he bought the old Des Motnes 
Register, now the Register and Lead- 
er, and helped put Des Moines forever 
on the map. 2 

In the early days he was an aé- 
sociate of Senator Allison and of the 
Clarksons, political and financtal 
powers in the Hawkeye State. Later 
he sold the Register to “Ret” Clark- 
son, and he made of it a veluable 
newspaper property under the name 
of Register and Leader. 

In the midst of the expansion of 
his banking system, in the work of 
projecting the Rock Island road 
through the State, in establishing the 
town of Atlantic. and in pushing other 
early development work, Allen broad 
ened and grew into the position of 
the big man of Iowa. He was rated

The delegation was informed that 
the subject would be referred to the 
the San Pedro Chamber of Commerce, 
as well as other civic organizations, 
would be notified of the date set for 
the hearing on the resolutions’ pre- 


sented. 

WANT ACTION. 

The resolutions set forth the por- 
tion of the declaration of policy pre- 
pared by the Consolidation Commit- 
tee in 1909 and indorsed by the City 
Council referring to proposed develop- 
ment of the outer harbor, as follows: 

“That improvements on the 146 
acres in the outer harbor be immedi- 
ately made, and upon other parts of 
the outer harbor as they become 
available, by the proper dredging and 
filling, and the building of suitable 
slips with adequate docks, wharves 
and warehouses to satisfy the immedi- 
ate and future demands of commerce, 
together with suitable approaches to 
be constructed either by leveling, tun- 
neling or cutting down that portion of 
the bluff contiguous to said 146 acres 
and extending around Timms Point, 
or the building of a practical graded 
surface road and connecting one or 
all approaches with a macadami 
into the 
business district of that portion of 
the consolidated city, now known as 
Los Angeles.” 

The resolutions then proceed to set 
forth that $2,000,000 bonds were is- 
sued for the development of the outer 
harbor, south of the turning basin:

SUBMITTED ON BRIEFS. 


Matters on Calendar. 


The State Supreme Court closed its 
session in bank yesterday afternoon 
and this morning will convene in de- 
partments to dispose of the remainder 
of the calendar.

Judge Church gave Mrs. Keat- 
ing a decree of separation and allowed 
her alimony amounting to $55,000. 
One of the grounds of the appeal is 
that Mrs. Church, wife of the pre- 
siding judge, used undue influence up- 
on her hus d, and a number of af- 
fidavits have been submitted showing 
that Mrs. Church and Mrs. Keating 
were together a great deal during the 
progress of the trial and that Mrs. 
Church told several friends that she 
was a friend of the plaintiff, and that 
in her opinion she ought to have a di- 
vorce. Mrs. Vinette Lohman was 
named as co-respondent in the divorce 
action, but Mrs. Keating got no judg- 
ment against her.

UGLY MENACE. 


Fire Department Greets Aid 
for Fire Prevention. 


Hard Task of Guarding the 
Business District. 


Special Efforts to Be Made 
Clean · Up Week. 


The fire department, more vitally 
interested in the clean-up movement 
from the point of safety than from 
that of mere beauty, is enthusiastic 
on the subject, from the chief to the 
hoseman. 

These are the men who suffer most 
from the criminal carelessness of oth- 
ers, being called upon to take the 
most desperate risks—too often at the 
sacrifice of life or limb. A look into 
their quarters, at any firehouse in the 
city, will be a good object lesson for 


| People who heedlessly ghrow rubbish 


about or who forget to be heat at 
home or office. 

One of the scandals of this or any 
other city will be found in the base- 
ments under business houses in the 


downtown congested district. They 
are a constant ménace and the source 
of nearly all the fires. Said Assistant 
Fire Chief O'Donnell yesterday: 

“Practically all the fires in the busi- 
ness district in recent months have 
been directly caused by, rubbish in 
basements. We have two inspectors 
who do nothing but go on a steady 
round of the business section, from 
day to day, notifying shopkeepers to 
clean up their rubbish. It is surpris- 
ing to find the same conditions exist- 
ing almost every day. Business houses 
that should be far more deeply in- 
terested in their own safety than we 
are repeat from day to day the same 
infractions of the ordinances designed 
to prevent fires. Piles of empty boxes 
and rubbish of other kinds are thrown 
into the basement and left there over 
night; the requirement is that it be 
placed in an iron-lined receptacle. In 
many instances when we have been 
called to fires we find the rubbish in 
the iron-bound receptacle, but with 
the cover lying off in some other part 
of the basement.” 

O'Donnell has one opinion that is 
worth thinking about, as the result 
of dealing with many fires. He says 
no haberdashery or drug store should 
occupy quarters in a hotel buiTding, 
and he has his ear open for a cal! 
that will some time result in.a holo- 
caust such as Los Angeles has never 
experienced. 

“You never heard of a basement 
fire.” he said, “in a basement that is 
kept clean, and this is the source of 
our greatest fear. We are doing our 
utmost to have these people obey the 
ordinances, but it is a hard job, and 
during clean-up week we will certain- 
ly do our part in that direction, 
though we believe that we are always 
doing all that is in our power in the 
way of tire prevention.” 

As affecting the fire department 
there is perhaps no greater menace 
in the outlying districts than the lots 
covered with tall grass and weeds. 
Just now they are green and flourish- 
ing. but within a couple of months 
they will be dry as tinder and will 
burn with all the flerceness of a 
prairie fire, once started. It is there- 
fore important that the grass and 
weeds be cut, dried and burned under 
careful supervision. 

Everybody can help the fire depart- 
ment in this direction, and those who 
have their own premises in a neat and 
safe condition all the time could do 
no better than turn their attention to 
the vacant places.

POTLESS TOWN 
IS CHIEF’S AIM. 


EVERY MEMBER OF POLICE 
FORCE TO SET EXAMPLE. 


Will First Clean Up Their Own 
Premises and Then Turn Atten- 
tion to Their Neighbors—Ex- 
pectorators on Sidewalks to Have 
Lasting Lesson. 


The police department, always on 
the lookout for violations of the street 
ordinances, will ca-operate fully in 
the effort to have citizens keep their 
private premises in presentable con- 
dition. It is not an uncommon thing 
to see vacant lots bordering on a 
clean and well-kept street (and some- 
times lots containing residences,) cov- 
ered with litter of every description. 
Weeds are much to be preferred, and 
it should require no urging to have 
owners clean up such lots. Many 
householders there are, who, rather 
than have such an unsightly blot next 
door, clean them up for their own 
-benefit. A self-respecting man cannot 
afford to rear his family in a place 
to which he would be ashamed to 
take -his friends. Owners of rental 


property would vastly profit by see- 


ing to it that the lots next door are 
in presentable condition. They can 
well afford to do the cleaning them- 
selves and will have no trouble in se- 
curing a higher monthly rate for their 
own property. 

Chief Sebastian said yesterday 
that the police force has standing or- 
ders to enforce all ordinances as far 
as possible, in an effort to keep the 
district along the beat of each pa- 
in neat condition, but the 
great number of vacant lots belong- 
ing to non-residents makes it very 
difficult. Personal pride of the man 
next door would go far toward re- 
lieving the situation. 

“If every citizen will work as hard 
as the patrolmen, during clean-up 
week,” said the Chief, Los Angeles 
will be a replica of Spotless Town. 
I assure the public that the police 
department—and this inchides every 
membe of it—will be instructed to 
help t movement along in every 
way possible. This means that he 
will set an example to his neighbors 
by placing his own premises in order, 
be he a home owner or renter, and 
will then enforte the ordinances and 
encourage the clean-up movement 
wherever necessary. 

“In doing this I propose to go a 
step farther and issue orders to con- 
duct a crusade against those filthy 
men who persist in expectorating on 
the sidewalks, There is an ordinance 
prohibiting it, also in street cars, 
steam cars, public and semi-public 
buildings. It ig not enforced regular- 
ly, but I propose to ‘clean up’ Los 
Angeles in that direction, too, and 
shall endeavor etiforce this ordi- 
nance with such frequency that the 
lesson be a lasting one.”

HE RIGHT OF PROPERTY. | 
The human family did not emerge 
from savagery until the individual’s right 
to own property was established. All civil- 
tration has been based upon that right. 
| The human family will merge into savagery 
| when that right is denied. 

Property must be secure or the govern- 
ment has no stability. There never was 
a communist colony that prospered; there 
never was a colony or a country infested 
by brigands or others who did not respect 
the right of property that prospered. There 
can be no prosperity in a nation, in a 
State or in a city whose administration does 
not respect the right of property. 

The genesis of law was to protect life 
and property. To disregard the rights of 
either is a perversion of law and a sub- 
version of government. Mexico today is a 
lurid instance of the inevitable anarchy that 
follows the confiscation of property, and 
the disregard of rights of ownership. Le- 
gal lawlessness, as we choose to term leg- 
isiative deprehension and vampirism, is at- 
tended with less violence than open brig- 
andage, but its financial disasters can be 
as far-reaching and as severe. Except that 
his life is not endangered, it makes but 
little difference to the man who is out of 
work whether he lost his job because ban- 
dits hurned the factory or decause stupid- 
ly conducted governmental control ruined 
the factory. 

The war on business is inspired by 
slight variations of Proudhon's cry that 
“property is robbery.” Its modified form is 
“too much property is robbery,” which, be- 
ing interpreted literally must be penal- 
ized by confiscation or a depretiension of 


any form of property honestly acquired is 
illegal, the logical—the certain—oatcome 
must ultimately be that all forms of prop- 
erty are illegal. Then our civilization will 
‘have reverted to that condition of life 
| which Rousseau, the mighty Socialist who 
| created for France the historic blood-carni- 
val, declares is the ideal for the human 
|} race: Savagery. 
| The war on business has gone so far 
that none can be ignorant of its effect. 
| Even those who were captains in the van-

It is not so. Even well posted men of 
business were astonished to learn that so 
much stock was owned in the railroads of 
the country (when recent financial troubles 
brought forth the information) by wage-

Day, who is now in Kansas City, sign- 
ing his own name as that of subscrib- 
ing witness. 

After placing this option in Day's 
name, McLeod 16 alleged to have se- 
cured a quit-claim from him. It is 
alleged that Day has said that he 
often signed papers for McLeod Am- 
ply at an accommodation and because 
McLeod said it was all right. Armed 
with this quit-claim of Day's and aleo 


out to Day, McLeod recorded both 
papers, thus establishing a lien on the 
$10,000 ranch.

Schmidt called on McLeod 
in his office on February 15, last, and 
Richardson says that in the presence 
of two witnesses McLeod told her that 
he would give a quit-claim deed, thus 
cancelling his option, for $699. %

STRENGTH OF ALUMINUM 
Considering its lightness it would 


be thought that aluminum would be 
at the foot of the list as regards 
strength, but this is not true. When 
measured pound for pound it is as 
strong as the mild steel used for 
structural purposes, and on an area 
Dasis it has a tensile strength, in in- 
got form, of 26,800 pounds to the 
square inch, as compared with 60,000 
pounds for mild steel, 24,000 for cast 
iron, 26,000 for bronze, and 115,000 
pounds for spring steel. Aluminum is 
a good conductor of heat, carrying 
away about three times the quantity 
of tron and a third as much as silver, 
which is the best conductor. It 
weighs 2.56 times as much as distilled 
water, one-third as much as iron, and 
in its commonest alloy, Ne. 12, it has 
a specific gravity of 2.82. The prin- 
cipal aluminum-producing countries 
are the United States, France, United 
Kingdom, Italy and India. The best 
ore is known as Bauxite, so called 
from Les Baux, a city in France, 
where it was first found in abundance. 
In the United States the principal 
mines are in Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Alabama. Bauxite, mined 
in Arkansas, contains about 25 per 
cent. aluminum. While in the ore it 
is in the form of aluminum oxide.

SAN PEDRO, April 15.—The Amer- 
ican-Hawaliian steamer Mexican, the 
largest vessel that ever entered the 
inner harbor, arrived here today and 
was taken to the new berth of the 
company at municipal pier A on the 
Mormon Island channel. The big 
freighter attracted much attention 


the channel, with Capt. C. N. Krog, 
one of the city’s port pilots, on the 
bridge. Capt. Krog experienced no 
difficulty whatever in handling the big 
steamer in the channel and berthed 
the ship at the new wharf easily and 


quickly. 

The Mexican is the largest steamer 
in the big fleet of the American-Ha- 
waiian Company with the exception of 
her sister ship, the Columbian, and the 
Arizonan. The Mexican is 600 feet 
ever all and has a net tonnage of 
5598 and a carrying capacity of 12,000 
tons. The Arizonan has a net ton- 
nage of 5621. 

The Mexican will discharge 1600 
tons of Atlantic Coast cargo here for 
Los Angeles wholesalers, which was 
trans-shipped to Salina Cruz over the 
‘Tehauntepec Railway. She will pro- 
ceed to San Francisco Friday noon. 


NEW FIREBOAT. 


W. F. Durr, secretary of the San 
Pedro Chamber of Commerce, has re- 
ceived from Archie J. Eley, chief en- 
gineer of the Los Angeles fire depart- 
ment, the specifications for the pro- 
posed fires boat for Los Angeles Har- 
bor, for which the lumber and wharf 
companies are making a fight before 
the Finance Committee of the City 
Council. The boat would make the 
water front absolutely independent of 
fresh water in case of fire. 

The specifications call for a boat 100 
feet long with a twenty-foot beam, 
equipped with gasoline engines and 
twin propellors to give a speed o 
fourteen knots. Four pymps are pro- 
vided with a capacity of 8000 gallons 
per minute. A crew of sixteen men 
would be required to operate the boat, 


at the mooring point. The cost of 
the boat and other fire-fighting ap- 
paratus needed for the harbor district 
is estimated at $100,500.

President Peers in his address pointed 
out the need for education of the 
laity in the campaign against tubercu- 
losis, urging that instruction be given 
in the grammar school, the high 
school and the universities, that the 
public may become thoroughly con- 
versant with the measures for pre- 
venting the disease. 

He told of the obstacles which the 
society has encountered in seeking to 
further its work and urged for greater 
advancement of the profession by 
adopting higher standards of medical 
education. He said there was an 
apathy among the doctors as well as 
the laity in facing the problems which 
tuberculosis presents and he d lared 
that one out of every seven pe: ons 
dying in California are victims of 
berculosis. 


EARLY SYMPTOMS. 
Dr. George E. Ebright of San Fran- 


forth the necessity of discovering the 
early symptoms of tuberculosis, de- 
claring that the disease in the adult 
is but a continuance of it from in- 
fancy or childhood, and ff the symp-

Wealthy San Francisco Clubman 
Ig Fined Twenty-five Hundred Dol- 
lars Under the “White Slave” Com- 
plaint Brought by Genevieve Han- 
nan, Now in Chicago.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—J. 
Parker Whitney, a wealthy clubman, 
pleaded guilty today to the charge of 
white slavery, brought against him re- 
cently by Genevieve Hannan, and was 
fined $2500 by Judge Dooling in the 
United States District Court. 


Whitney, with his attorneys, came. 
to the United States District Court 
prepared to pay the fine. His plea 
of guilty came as a surprise. He had 
previously pleaded not guilty. Just 
before entering the court, however, 
Whitney said: | 

J have decided to change my plea 
to guilty in order to avoid the dis- 
agreeable features of a long trial. Of 
course, I looked for acquittal eventuel- 
ly, but it would be only after a great 
deal of trouble and nastiness. 

“I have been rated as a million- 
aire. This, however, is not the truth. 
The case has proven a burden to me 
already and would be much more of 
a drag if it took its normal course 
under my original plea. Pleading 
guilty saves a good deal of trouble.” 
In imposing the fine, Judge Maurice 
T. Dooling said: 

“The defendant being a man of 
some property, I gather that a trifling 
fine would not be any penalty at all, 
and I am disposed to think—and I 
have a fairly sensible view of these 
situations—that if the defendant is 
going to be punished by fine it will 
be one to make an impression on him. 
“There is a wide range of penalty. 
and imprisonment up to five years. 
Of course, in enacting that law Con- 
gress must have understood that some 
would be punished by fine, some by 
imprisonment, and some by both, un- 
der the statute. 

The defendant, bel a man of 
| some property, would rather pay a fine 
than go to jail, and I will make ft a 
fine that will be a fine.” . 

Genevieve Hannan, the complain- 
ant, has not appeared in the case since 
she testified before the grand jury 
which returned the indictment. She 
is now understood to be in Chicago.

WHIFFEN OPPOSES ANY FANCY 
SALARIES THERE.

Head of Finance Committee Says | 
Commission Must Wait for Wharf-. 

iner and Traffic Manager Until 

Board Itself Cannot Handle Duties 

of This Port. 


The Harbor Commission has asked 
the City Council to adopt ordinances 
creating the positions of wharfinger 
at the harbor, at $150 per month, 
and traffic manager for the bor, at 
$300 per month. The wrdinances have 
been prepared and are now in the 
hands of the Finance Committee— 
where it is probable they will remain 
until they find peaceful repose in the 
files of the city archives. 

President Whiffen, who is also 
head of the Finance Committee, con- 
ferred with the Harbor Commission 
yesterday and clearly indicated that 
his committee will not recommend the 
passage of these ordinances. He 
stated that the committee feels that 
there must be no fat-salaried positions 
at the harbor during the present 
stage of development, and that until 
the Harbor Commission itself is un- 


able to care for the duties of the 
port there is little prospect of the new 
positions being created. 

Whiffen in this conference again 
proposed that at least one member of 
the commission should put in his time 
at the harbor. This was not received 
with any marks of enthusiasm by 
members of the commission. Whiffen 
has previously declared that if all 
members of the Harbor Commission 
are to continue to receive salaries of 
$250 per month one of its members 
should be located at Wilmington and 
the other at San Pedro, so as to be 


in direct touch with all phases of har- | 


bor business. 

In yesterday's conference it was de- 
cided that the Harbor Commission is 
to be given an expert to aid in work- 
ing out the details of the comprehen- 
sive municipal terminal project. 

Members of the Harbor Commission 
feel that much could be accomplished 
by the employment of a traffic man- 
ager, and that an experienced man for 
this position cannot be secured’ for an 
ordinary salary. Whiffen declared 
yesterday that he is certain that when 
the time comes for the employment 
of such an official he can be secured 
for less than $300 per month, while 
President Woodman declared that he 
was in doubt whether even that sal- 
ary would attract such a man as is 
needed for the position. At any rate, 
the Harbor Commission will have to 
struggle along for the present without 
a wharfinger and a traffic manager, 
and the $450 per month proposed for 
such salaries will be saved to the city.

THAT GAS FARCE. 
ITS TO BE CONTINUED. 

“How Not to Fix a Gas Rate” is the 
subject of a serial that is running at 
the City Hall—it has been running, or 
creeping,. for many weary weeks. 
When “Finis” will be written no one 
can tell. 

The Board of Public Utilities, after 
@ue and careful consideration, fixed 
the rate for natural gas for the re- 
mainder of the present fiscal year at 
52 cents per 1000 cubic feet. This 
figure was based on facts and figures 
that the board believes could be sus- 
tained in court. 

A hue and cry had been raised for 
many months by the Earl organettes 


for 30-cent gas, and protests were filed | 


against the rate as fixed by the com- 
mission, the allegation being made 
that the rate of 52 cents was too 
high. On the other hand, the three 
gas companies filed protests, claiming 


that the rate was too low. Then fol- 


lowed the notorious hearing of prot- 
estants that was a daily farce, with a 
lobby that jeered and howled, ap- 
plauded and cheered, as the case 
might be, when the witnesses were 
being examined. 

Then the Council took the matter 
under advisement. The members are 
still advising, but apparently no one 
will take the other’s advice. The vote 
in a recent caucus showed a variance

STRANGLER RELIEVED WHEN HE 
IS DECLARED GUILTY. |

Expresses Gratification Upon 
Learning that Life Imprisonment 
Instead of the Death. Penalty Is

When Blow Falls.

ENFORCEMENT OF PREFERENCE 


RIGHTS QUESTIONED.

Whether Decision of Secretary of 
Interior Is Reviewable by a United 
States Court Opens Up an Interest- 
ing Question Making for Endless 
Litigation. 


An attack on the rulings and reg- 


ulations of the government in regard 


to the granting of preference rights 
in the entry of public land is made 


by the defense in the hearing against 
William B. Edwards, Lee and Wiltiam 
Wells, John McLaren, Robert L. Cul- 


pepper and Arch Robinson, charged 
with having interfered with Revs. J. 
M. Ocheltree and Patrick H. Bodkin 
in settling the government lands in 
the Palo Verde Valley, Riverside 
county. The case is now on before 
Judge Wellborn and a jury. 

The defense will argue that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior is wrong as a 
matter of law in recognizing a pref- 
erence right which has not been exer- 
cised. within thirty days after the no- 
tice of such right having been granted 


had been received by the successful 
contestant. 

The defendants, who are red 
with having committed acts of 
lence against both Ocheltree and Bou- 
kin, deny such charges, and insist that 
they were acting well within their 
rights when they tried to hold pos- 
session of the land involved, only be- 
ing ousted by an order of the Superior 
Court of Riverside county. 

During the troubles, it is alleged 
that Edwards and his co-defendants 
held public meetings at which the ad- 
ministration at Washington was de- 
nounced and the rulings of the In- 
terior ‘Department severely attacked. 

The principal defendant in the case 
is William B. Edwards, who took the 
stand late yesterday afternoon. It is 
expected that the jury will be given 
the case some time today. 

The defense has opened up a new 
field of litigation in land contests, and 
if it is charged by the court that the 
action of the Secretary of the Interior 
was not warranted in law (the de-

THE LAST ROSE OF SUMMER. 
The Song and the Man Who Wrote It. 


A most prolific and versatile poet, 


Thomas Moore, has been declared to 
be the least Irish“ of all the many 
sweet and gifted singers, whom the 
Emerald Isle has given to charm and 
soothe a weary world. One of an 
immortal trio, Scott, Byron and 
Moore, they reflected in poetry, the 
union of the British Island empire, 
not always in complete amity, but 
on the whole, admiring and respect- 
ing one another, and forming a galaxy 
of poetic genius unrivalled in its day. 

Thomas Moore was born in Dub- 
lin, Ireland, May 28, 1779, while the

early in his twenty-first year, went 
to London to seek his fortune. 

He almost immediately published 
by subscription his first volume of 
miscellaneous poems. 

“The Last Rose of Summer” is 
one of his characteristically senti- 
mental poems, which in those days 
enjoyed a popularity, which would be 
utterly denied them today. Yet at that 
time, it had almost remarkable vogue, 
and lonely travelers in South Ameri- 
can solitudes, found The Last Rose 
of Summer” among the music sheets 
which had ascended the Amazon, and 
its tributaries, and crossed the Andes 
to the cities and towns of the Pa- 
cific slope. Only here and there is 
found a songstress whose sweet voice 
can give charm to the quaint old 
English air, and somewhat over-<enti- 
mental spirit of this production: but 
when this rara avis among singers 
is found, it is still a gem of her 
repertoire.

He settled in Los Angeles, 
bought a forty-acre orange grove at 
Covina, and started all over again. 
That was thirty years ago, when Al- 
len was far past middie life. He 
didn't progress as famously as he 
had in the old days in Iowa. Back 
home he still had friends and they 
helped to have him appointed to @ 
high: post in the forestry service. 

His acquaintance with men of af- 
fairs and his natural facility for 
forcing his point won him a chance 
with the organized orange growers of 
California, when the fight over the 
tariff on oranges was at its height. 
They sent him to Washington, where 
he exercised every effort, and finally 
won his struggle for the tariff. 

Of later years he had been re- 
tired. He moved into the city and 
lived once more in the
